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b) directing the microdroplets into a freezing vessel containing a liquefied gas, 
whereby the microdroplets freeze; and 

c) contacting the frozen microdroplets in an extraction vessel with a liquid non- 
solvent to extract the solvent into the non-solvent thereby forming said 
microparticles; wherein the freezing vessel and extraction vessel are separated, 
and the non-solvent is in the liquid state throughout the method.
